Also a Few “Don'ts” Cited About 
Proper Care and Appearance 
of Automobile. 


FAILURE TO WASH PROPERLY 


Varnish of New Car Is Hardened and 
Benefited by Frequent Washing 
With Clear Cool Wateiw 
Garage Gases Harmful. 


Ton rnn nnuso tho onclno protty con* 
al stonily before* It begins to roinplnln. 
Vou rnn nhuso tho finish on op nr twice, 
and thon yon hnvo no finish to nbitso. 
The appearance of tho onr and tho up- 
pearanoe of tho finish are one and the 
same thing, and appearance goes a 
long way toward determining the value 
of n house, a horse or an automobile. 

The lack of washing and failure .to 
wash properly will do more toward 
mining the appearance of the oar than 
any other thing. The varnish of the 
new onr Is hardened and benefited by 
frequent washing with clear cool wa- 
ter. Mud. allowed to dry or freeze on 
the ear. takes up all the oil from the 
varnish and leaves the flnloh streuked 
and spotted. 

Dirt Is not the only enemy, for 
garage gases and even the atmosphere 
of some cities attacks the finish of the 
car which Is not frequently washed. 

Examine Other Fellow's Car. 

Ttefore you turn your car over to a 
(rnra go for regular washing, examine 
the other fellow's car, and see what 
they are doing to It, and once yon find 
a man who knows how to care for the 
car properly let him wash It every time 
It seeds It. A single washing, done 
carelessly, wlli destroy the luster that 
careful washing has preserved for 
months. 

Start In by donning the fop. Give 
It a good stiff brushing to remove the 
loose dust and then either sponge It or 
use n soft brush with clear tepid water 
and castlle soap. . 

Go over the leather uphnstery with 
a woolen cloth dipped in clear water 
to which has been added n few drops 
of ammonia. If the upholstery Is of 
cloth It can best be cleaned by spong- 
ing with water containing a little salt 
and alcohol. 

Now you nre ready to tise the hose. 
Re sure to remove the nozzle and flow 
the water over every part of the body. 
This serves to wash off as much of the 
dust ns Is possible and to loosen the 
mud, or Ice, or snow, so that with a 
little patience If can be floated off. In 
enses where the car Is exceptionally 
dirty it Is well to let It stand 15 min- 
utes and then shower It ngaln. 

Take a soft, clean sponge and, fol- 
lowing It with a gentle stream from 
the hose, go lightly over the body. 

Special Brushes Needed. 

Grease and road oil collect on the 
chassis and their removal requires 
more vigorous treatment and separate 
tools. Special brushes will greatly fa- 
cilitate work In Inaccessible corners. 
The caustic action of an alkali soap Is 
necessary for the removal of grease on 
the chassis, but even when used here 
It Is advisable to enmloy it In the form 
of a soup solution made by dissolving 
a pound of soap In u gallon of warm 
water. 

The soap Is. of course, rinsed off, 
and a hard stream may be used in the 
chassis to advantage, but It should not 
be directed against the wheel hubs, for 
dirt may be washed in and reach the 
bearings.

Naval Forces of Allies Make 
Dashing Raid to Bottle Up 
Han U-Boat Bases. 

GREAT BATTLE IS RENEWED 


Germans Take Important Mount Kern- 

mel — Holland Being Pushed to 

War's Brink — John D. Ryan 
Made Director of Aircraft 
Production, 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Last week brought forth one of the 
most spoetaoular and dashing opera- 
tions of the war — the raid of British 
and Freneh naval forces on the Ger- 
man U-hoat liases at Zeehrugge and 
Ostend. Five obsolete cruisers and 
two ■ ’i| submarines were sacrificed. 
The i* mer. laden with concrete, were 
to he sunk in the channel mouths, and 
the latter full of explosives, wore driv- 
en against the tnc-les. These vessels, 
escorted by destroyers nnd all making 
a dense smoke screen, approached the 
Belgian coast In the night hut were 
discovered and deluged with shells 
from tin* shore batteries and from Ger- 
man destroyers. The chief tight took 
place at Zeehrugge. There the cruiser 
Vindictive ran Inside the harbor under 
heavy lire, and landed her crew on the 
mole after a great gap had been blown 
In It by a submarine. The men cleared 
the mole, destroyed nil Its guns and 
sank a destroyer nnd were able to get 
ii way again, though their losses were 
severe. Meanwhile three of the block 
ships were sunk at the entrance of the 
•canal or in the harbor, and one of the 
old submarines was believed to have 
destroyed the lock gates, letting the 
water run out of the Bruges canal. 
At Ostend the operation was simpler 
and at least one of the block ships has 
been observed from airplanes block- 
ing the greater part of the channel. 

At ibis time It Is not known Just 
flow successful the operation was In 
bottling tip the U-boat bases, but prob- 
ably It was no more so than was Hob- 1 
son’s attempt to bottle lip the Spanish 
licet In Santiago harbor. However, it 
was a gallant enterprise, fearlessly 
■carried out. and American navy men 
hope it will bi> followed up by addi- 
tional naval exploits. 

There was comparative quiet along 
tho battle front in France nnd Flanders 
, luring the first* half of the week, and 
both the allies and the Germans took 
advantage of the opportunity to 
strengthen their positions. In the I 
minor operations the former had rather 
the best of it usually and tin* Huns 
were pushed buck In various sectors 
f , y both the British and the French. 
Meanwhile the Germans were bringing 
up their heavier artillery, a difficult 
thing because of the tintur the ter- 

rain ami were evidently making prep- 
aration' for a resumption of t hi* nttii'k. 

This came on Wednesday, when, 
after an intense bombardment, the en- 
emy attacked with very considerable 
forces the allied positions south of the 
Somme, and along the Avre, In the 
regions ,,f Hangartl. Hallies and Scne- 
ent wood. For the time being these 
assaults were successfully repulsed ex- 
cept at llttngurd. which village again 
f. II into the hands of the Germans. 
I'lio reports from Paris said that 
American troops were lighting with 
the French on this line and that their 
I sisteni'c to the attacks of the Huns 
was desperate. About eleven miles 
direct l> east of Amiens, the German 
abjective In this region, the British 
withdrew from the Village of tillers- 
BreSolilleUX, but elsewhere they stood 

firm. 

At the 'cine time the Huns launched 
attack' against the British in Flanders 
and there was fierce lighting <*n the 
tin,. |u tween Uailleut and M«-rvllJe and 
near Bcthune. 

y«-xt day by a smashing c untcr at- 
tack the British retook fillers, taking 
some 7<»i German prisoners and find- 
ing the enemy dead heaped Up about 
the village. 


On Thursday the Germans In great j 
force attacked the positions held by 
the French on Mount Kemmel. and af- J 
ter a desperate battle the defenders 
were forced to retire to the north anti ’ 
west. The linns continued their ad- 
vance for a mile and a half ami also 
look the town of Oranoutre. Berlin 
claimed the capture of St. Kiel, only 
three miles from Ypres, and that city 
was admittedly In grave danger. The 
taking of Kemmel mountain permitted I 
the Germans to dominate the railway 
from Ypres to Calais. On Friday the 
allies began counter-attacks for the 
purpose of regaining this height and 
by Saturday they bad made consider- 
able progress.

Tlte terrific slaughter nf Gormans 
since their offensive opened, due to 
their custom of advancing In mass 
formation across open ground, lias 
been more than they could stand, and 
LudendorlT has put a stop to that 
method of attack. The Huns now dash 
forward in smaller and separate par- 
ties and take shelter when the chance 
offers. 

In tiin assault on Villers-Bretonneaux 
the German tanks made their first ap- 
pearance, leading the infantry, and 
a spectacular battle with British tanks 
ensued. Several of the heavy Hun ma- 
chines engaged two light British tanks 
and disabled one of them. A Idg Brit- 
ish tank rolled up to the rescue ami 
after a sharp light put one of the Ger- 
man monsters out of action and drove 
the others from the field.

General Doyen's fine brigade of 
American marines. It appears, Inis been 
in the thick of (lie battle in France 
and the casualty list seat over proves 
the “soldiers of the sea” have main- 
tained their host traditions, for the list 
shows .14 killed, 244 wounded and not 
one taken prisoner. The heaviest loss 
sustained by the marines was In the 
forest of Apreniont, In Lorraine, where 
two hot attacks by the Germans were 
repulsed by the Americans.

The Americans in the Tottl sector 
hnve not been seriously attacked since 
the battle of Selcheprey. Related de- 
tails of that conlllct tell of the heroic 
conduct of our hoys while they were 
being driven back from that village 
nnd were retaking It and re-establish- 
ing the lines. Though their casualties 
were about 200, General Pershing re- 
ported they killed nt least MOO Ger- 
mans. Officers and men alike distin- 
guished themselves by their bravery, 
individual deeds of heroism in the 
face of great odds being numerous.

There was great activity among the 
air fighters on the west front last 
week, and the outstanding event was 
the killing of Baron von Richthofen, 
one of the foremost German aviators 
and leader of the famous "circus." He 
was engaged In a fight with two Brit- 
ish planes and flew low over the Brit- 
ish lines, where a bullet pierced Ills 
1 heart. With characteristic chivalry 
the English gave him a fine funeral 
paying tribute to the memory of a gal- ! 
hint and bravo foe. 

Several American airmen reached 
the coveted distinction of being num- 
bered among the “aces" — those who 
have downed at least liv* enemy flyers. 
And some of our aviators also met 
death.

Little news came out of Russia, hut 
It Is evident the Germans arc still 
pursuing their plans of annexation. 
Indeed, the kaiser is being openly urg- 
ed to assume the kingship of Livonia 
and Ksihntiia. and It is announced that 
a valuable part of Poland "ill be add- 
l'd to Prussia. German forces hove 
reached Simferopol In the Crimea, rut- 
ting the railroad connection of the fort- 
ress of Sebastopol with the mainland. 
The governments of the Crimea. Minsk 
and lloinel have asked to be Incor- 
porated in the Ukraine. All attempts 
to open peace negotiations between l k* 
rain,* and Russia have failed. In I in 
land the German forces co-operating 
with the White guards have made fur- 
ther progress and the I iniiish Imlslie- 
viki government has evacuated Yiborg. 

There "as considerable severe fight- 
ing on tbe Italian front last "eek. but 
without definite result, and In Mace- 
donia tbe allies made considerable ud- 
vunces. Capturing several towns. 

Poor little Holland seems ou the 
point of being drugged Into the great 


conflict, despite her earnest efforts to 
maintain her neutrality. Berlin Is re- 
ported to have made demands which 
may well result In adding the Dutch j 
'to the list of Germany’s active enemies 
and that probably would mean Hol- 
land would become another Belgium, 
overrun and ravaged, for the allies 
could not well help her except from the 
sea. The German demands have to 
do with the treat" permitting the 
transportation nf sand and gravel 
through Holland for the repair of 
Belgian roads. The Netherlands gov- 
ernment refuses to permit Germany to 
take these materials through Dutch 
territory for military works.

The Guatemalan national assembly 
hits declared that Guatemala occupies 
tho same position toward the European 
belligerents as does the United States, 
which in diplomatic circles is consid- 
ered a declaration of war on Germany 
and her allies.

The rapidity with which American 
troops are being sent across the Atlan- 
tic is heartening the allies anil dem- 
onstrating the intention of our govern- 
ment to put in the field the greatest 
possible force in the shortest possible 
time. Many of the men are going by 
way of England, and the fact that they 
are being transported across tbe Eng- 
lish channel in safety has aroused the 
Germans to such an extent that their 
naval authorities have had to apolo- 
gize for the inaction of tlielr fleet. 

It is not permitted to tell how many 
men the administration proposes to 
send to France before the end of the 
year, hut It Is so great that when Di- 
rector General Schwab and the ship- 
ping board were told by General Goe- 
tlials the amount of shipping he would 
require they were staggered. Mr. 
Schwab, however, believed the esti- 
mate could he fulfilled if certain steps 
could he taken to hasten the deliveries 
of ships, these steps Including the re- 
duction of some of the requirements 
of the navy so that the steel can be 
diverted to the uses of the transport 
fleet. 

In Washington It is understood that 
ns rapidly as ships can he provided the 
soldiers will he sent across, whether 
they are fully trained or not. It Is re- 
ported the draft will he accelerated hy 
calling 400.000 men to training next 
month, a number fur in excess of previ- 
ous estimates.

Scouts of America has been placed tin 
dor the direction of James A. Wilder. 

The lure of the sea Is ns strong to 
the hoy as the lure of the wilds. F, li- 
the first time h#i« to have a chance 
to smell the tar and oakum and feel 
the swaying deck beneath his feet, 
even though he may live in a sandy 
desert. 

The chief sen scout has Introduced 
n new note Into scouting — the idea of 
giving every scout a definite Job with 
definite duties. Under his system there 
Is no general rush for the axe and neg- 
lect of the shovel. Every scout docs 
Ills part of the work nnd together they 
do it all — whether It is launching a 
boat or cooking a meal. 

As In the navy, every scout In the 
boat will have n specialty and a rating 
based on tlmt specialty. He will have 
certain gear In his charge end will re- 
ceive special Instruction In the han- 
dling and the care of the same. 

It Is not absolutely necessary that 
there shall he water in or near a town 
where the sea scouts are to he organ- 
ized, though not to have at least a 
horse-pond will be a handicap. Jour- 
neys to navigable water must then he 
undertaken or crew and skipper will 
stick ift the boat grade, and interesting 
hut dr.v-lnnd class of work and games. 

It will he permissible to change it 
room Into a “ship.” In this case the 
stairways will become “gangways,” the 
windows “ports” and “skylights,” and 
everything will he kept shipshape. 

The United States navy department 
has been Interested In sen scouting for 
a number of years, and some troops o - .’ 
sea scouts have had the use of navy 
equipment, Including boats. Instruc- 
tion has been given in some cases hy 
Instructors from navy yards and navy 
vessels.

COTTAGE CHEESE 
AS STAPLE FOOD 

Thirty Billion Pounds of Skim 
Milk Available for Making 
Substitute for Meat. 

IMPROVED WAYS OF SERVING 


Federal and State Agencies Organized 

to Convince American Housewives 
of Great Value — How to Make 
Some of New Dishes. 

Almost .'TO.CKtO.OOO.fKX) pounds of skim 
milk are availulili* for making cottage 
cheese. Skim milk made into cheese 
Is seven times more valuuhle as a food 
than as a feed for live stock. A pound 
of cottage cheese used in the' home 
releases a pound of meat for shipment 
to our soldiers. 

These were the nctnntlng principles 
behind the organization of n cottage 
cheese demonstration corps of the 
dairy division. United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, which recently 
undertook a nntion-wtde drive to make 
cottage cheese n staple food through- 
out the land. Forty-seven women 
specialists from almost as mahy states 
make up the corps that will carry the 
message. 

These women have been in training 
In Washington for several weeks learn- 
ing how to make cottage cheese and 
how to serve It In the newest and most 
attractive dishes. In the accompany- 
ing picture they are shown demon- 
strating their new creations in a 
cottage cheese luncheon to officials of 
the department of agriculture. The 
luncheon was held in one of the rooms 
of the dairy division. Among the 
guests were Assistant Secretaries Carl 
Vrooman, Raymond A I’earson and 
Clarence Ousley, Denn IT. I- Russell 
of the food administration, chiefs of 
several bureaus and a score of the 
department's food and demonstrating 
experts. Here is what the guests ute:

Here is how to make some of the 
new cottage cheese dishes: 

Cottage Cheese Sausage. 

1 cupful cottage ^ tenspoonful pow- 
cheese dered sage 

1 cupful dry bread Viteaspoon- 
crumbs. or V4 cup- ful thyme 
fill cold cooked 1 teaspoonful salt 
rice and *4 cupful Vi teaspoonful pep- 


Mix all dry Ingredients thoroughly 
with bread crumbs. Blend peanut 
butter and onion with the cheese, and 
mix them with the bread crumbs, 
form Into flat cakes, dust with bread 
crumbs or cornmeal. and fry a delicate 
brown in a little fat in a hot frying 
pan. 

Cottage Cheese Tart. 

1 l-S cupfuls of cot- 2 teaspoonfuls lemon 
tage cheese Juice 

Whites of 2 eggFew gratings of lem- 
beaten stiff on rind 

l-S cupful of heavy 2 to 3 tahlespoonfuls 
cream, whipped sweet milk 

1-3 rupful sugar 

Soften the cheese with the milk. Add 
part of the whipped cream, and the 
flavoring, which should be very deli- 
cate. Fold In Inst the beaten egg 
whites. Henp lightly into ready 
cooked, delicately browned pastry 
cases, made by baking pie crust in 
muffin tins or on the bottom of In- 
verted pie tins. Garnish the top of 
the tart with the rest of the whipped 
cream, nnd with fresh or canned fruit 
If desired. This makes a large one- 
crust pie or tnrt. 

Conservation Crust. 

% cupful cornmeal. Vi teaspoonful bak- 
rornflour or other Ing powder 
substitute 3 tahlespoonfuls of 

»i cupful of wheat shortening 
flour Cold water to mix 

1 teaspoonful salt (About V4 cupful) 

Sift together the dry Ingredients, cut 
In the shortening, blending It thor- 
oughly with the dry materials. Mix 
with very cold water to a rather stilt 
dough. Roll ns thin ns can he hnndled. 
Line two pie tins nnd use the trim- 
mings to cross-hnr the tops if desired 
Tills crust may he baked before the 
pie, tf tin* nature of the filling makes 
It desirable. 

Cottage Cheese Salad. 

Cottage cheese lends Itself especial- 
ly well to snlads. If enough Is used, 
the salad may serve as the main dish 
of the meal. French, mayonnaise and 
boiled dressing all go well with cheese 
salad. 

Cottage Cheese and Peanut Butter 
Soup. 

3 cupfuls milk 1 tahlespoonful but- 

2 tablespoonfuls of ter 

flour 1 cupful of cottage 

3 tablespoonfuls pea- cheese 

nut butter "4 teaspoonful soda 

Few drops of onion or more 
juice Cayenne pepper 

Bit of bay leaf and 1 teaspoonful salt 
ground sage 

Hejit the milk with tin* hay leaf, 

salt, pepper and onion Juice in a double 
boiler. Soften the butter and blend 
with it the flour. I’ouF hot milk grad- 
ually on this paste and beat until 
smooth. Bring to a boll and cook over 
! hot water for ten minutes, then cool 
I slightly. Blend cottage cheese, soda 
and peanut butter, softening with a 
little of the warm sauce to a smooth 
thick cream. Add the cream to the 
sauce and reheat carefully. Avoid 
boiling tin* sauce, for this will tough 
en the cheese. S*-rve with croutons.

First 
It should be rubbed find squeezed gent- 
ly \\ i 1 1 1 tlie hands In a suds made of 
luke-wartn water and n good wliito 
soap. When quin* clean, it should lie 
rinsed also in luke-wartn water sev- 
eral times and tin* water squeezed out 
gently, not wrung out. When perfectly 
dry, instead of sprinkling it. rub or 
squeeze tin* pongee gently with the 
hands until It is well crumpled.

At the field p 
hospital, where he generally goes un- v 
der an anesthetic, either to have Ills g 
wounds cleaned or to be operated on, y 
he requires the services of about three v 
to five persons. From this point nn- v 
other ambulance ride impresses more t 
men In Ills service, and then at the am- t 
balance train, another corps of doe- I 
tors, It. A. M. C. men, Ited Cross nurses 1 
and tin* train’s crew. From the train < 
he enters the base hospital or casualty 
clearing station, where a good-sized r 
corps of doctors, nurses, etc., nre kept t 
busy. Another ambulance journey Is | 
next In order — this time to tin* hospital \ 
ship. He crosses the channel, arrives i 
In Hllglity — more ambulances und per- i 
Imps a ride for five hours on tin Eng- i 
llsh Red Cross train with Its crew of i 
Red Cross workers, and at last he 1 
reaches the hospital. Generally lie i 
stays from two to six months, or long- I 
or, In this hospital. From here he Is 
sent to a convalescent home for six 
weeks. 

If hy wounds he Is unfitted for fur- 
ther service, he Is discharged, given a 
pensiam, or committed to a soldiers' t 
home for the rest of his life — and still i 
the expense piles up. When you real- | 
Ize that nil the ambulances, trains and ] 
ships, not to mention the man power, 
used In transporting n wounded man, 
could be used fcir supplies, ammunition 
and re-enforcements for the troops at 
the front, It will not appear strange 
that from a strictly military stand- 
point, a dead man Is sometimes better 
than a live one (If wounded).' 

Not long after the first digging party. 

• our general decided, after a careful 
tour of Inspection of the communica- 
tion trenches, upon "an ideal spot,” as 
he termed It. for a machine-gun em- 
placement ; took his map, made a dot 
on It, and as he was wont, wrote "dig 
here,” and the next night we dug. 

There were twenty In tne party, my- 
self included. Armed with picks, 
shovels and empty sandbags we ar- 
rived nt the "local spot" and started 
digging.

I quickly 
turned In Ids direction with an inquir- 
ing look, at tin* same instant reaching 
. for my gas beg. I soon found out what 
was ailing him. One whiff was enough 
and 1 lost no time lu also pinching my 
nose. The stench was awful. The rest 
of the digging party dropped their 
• picks and shovels and heat it for the 
weather side of that solitary pick. The 
otfieer came over and Inquired why the 
work had suddenly ceased, holding our 
noses, we simply pointed In tl>»* direc- 
tion of the smell. He went over to the 
pick.

The odor from the dug-up, decom- 
posed human body lias an effect which 
Is hard to describe. It first produces 
a nauseating feeling, which, especially 
nfter eating, causes vomiting. This re- 
lieves you temporarily, hut soon n 
weakening sensation follows, which 
leaves you limp as a dlshrag. Your 
spirits are at their lowest ebb and you 
feel a sort of hopelessness and a mad 
desire to escape It all, to get to the 
open fields and the perfume of the flow- 
ers In Blighty.

Rut 
after leaving the spot and filling your 
lungs with deep breaths of pure, fresh 
air, you forget and once again want to 
be “up and at them.”

Just as he left and was going around 
a traverse. Fritz turned loose with u 
machine gun and the bullets ripped the 
sandbags right over his head. It gave 
me great pleusure to see him duck 
against the parapet. He was getting a 
taste of what we would get inter out 
in front. 

Then, of course It began to rain. I 
knew It was the forerunner of a mis- 
erable night for us. Every time I had 
to go out in front, It just naturally 


rained. Old Jupiter l’luvius must have 
had it In for me. 

At six we reported for instructions. 
They wore simple and easy. All we 
had to do was to crawl out Into No 
Man’s Land, lie on our bellies with our 
ears to the ground and listen for the i 
tnp. fap of the German engineers or 
sappers who might he tunneling under 
No Man’s Land to establish' a mine- 
head beneath our trench. 

Of course, In our orders we were told 
not to l»o raptured by Gertnan pntrols 
nr reeonnnlterlng parlies.

As soon as It was dnrk. Wheeler and 
I crawled to oar post which was about 
hnlfwny between the lines.

corn In Europe. During tlie pa t few 
summers It lias been found that nianv 
corn plants in the vicinity of Bos- 
ton were being tunneled by light- 
colored caterpillars, the identity of 
Which was unknown. It remained 
for Stuart U. Vinal. a young entomol- 
ogist on tlie staff of the Massachus- 
etts Agricultural Experiment. Station, 
to establish in 1917 the identity of the 
new arrival. It is supposed that the 
European corn bortr reached this 
country on hemp imported from 
southern Europe, as it first made its 
appearance in eastern Massachusetts 
near rope making establishments that 
had imported such material. Its dep- 
redations have been apparent for 
three or four years, so the inference 
i K that it was imported about 1910. 
Mr. Vinal iiaj prepared a little bul- 
letin on the European corn borer: 
how to identify it. what its habits are. 
and how to control it. Free copies 
can be had bv writing to the Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. Amherst,

"Most players," continued O'Lough- 
lin. "are as temperamental ns prinni 

• donnas. No two players are alike. 

I Therefore, an umpire who wants to 
, 1 make good must learn the character- 
istics of each man and then handle 
hint In the way that will eliminate ns 
much friction as possible. 

“The fans who sit In the grand 
stand have Ilie opinion thnt the arbi- 
trator is unjust toward some players 
nud favors others. That is because 
! they, are not fully conversant with con- 
ditions. They have not made a study 
■ of all ns lutlmntely as an umpire.

Then, the young republic, struggling, 
upward toward Its vision of freedom, 
learned through the bitter trnvnll of 
Civil wnr that the nation could not 
exist hnlf slave and half free. The 
vision has broadened with the wid- 
ening years. Then It wns for the free- 
dom of a race the nation fought. Now 
the sword Is drawn for the Imperiled 
liberty of the world. 

The natal day of our Independence 
we have been wont to celebrnte with 
loud acclaim and vaunting pride. Me- 
morial day ever has been our time for 
solemn contemplation. Another Me- 
morial day Is at hand, and ns Amerlcn 
lays Its flowers on the graves of Its 
soldier dead. It hears again thnt re- 
vered voice from the slopes of Get- 
tysburg bidding us to be not unmind- 
ful thnt "It Is rather for us to be here 
dedicated to the great task remaining 
before us, that from these honored 
dead we take Increased devotion to 
thnt cause for which they gave the 
Inst full measure of devotion ; thnt we 
here highly resolve that these dead 
shall not have died In vain.” 

A beautiful, a poetic symbolism 
Memorial duy had come to be to us : 
The people who walk with slow steps 
In the quiet cemeteries, the children 
In their white dresses who with loving 
hands place wreaths "alike for the 
friend and the foe," the venerable men 
who are the links thnt bind us to an 
age long gone, and, as we believed, for- 
ever gone, when nntlon warred with 
nntlon and blood lust grew in hearts 
thnt had thrilled at the sight of the 
same flag. 

And now with what a new nnd sud- 
den significance hns Memorial day been 
vested. With what different thought 
will they go "lovingly laden with flow- 
ers." Ilnw much more reverently 
than In those conventional days thnt 
alrendy seem so far away will the lit- 
tle flngs be planted on encli patriot 
mound. And who Is there, when taps, 
clenr nnd soft as a benediction, Is 
sounded for those who "dreum of bat- 
tlefields no more," will not remember 
that on a neighboring hill on the mor- 
row from that same silvery bugle will

He 
It was who could speak to me of the 
French army In Algerln In 1840 and of 
the memories left by my family In that 
country. He did so In terms which 
deeply touched the heart of the exile, 
the son of the Due d'Orleuna. Kearny 
bud participated in one of those cam- 
paigns on African ground which 
brought out strongly the merits of the 
French soldier. He had also associated 
himself with the triumphs of France 
In the Italian campaign of 1839. 

His abrupt speech and Imperious 
manner denoted a proud disposition, 
and a character Incapable of flattery 
or of dissimulation. But though at first 
his manner was not always fitted to 
attract, one soon learned to appreciate 
the noble qualities of bis heurt, the 
firmness of his will, the accuracy of 
tils Judgment, the truthfulness and 
grandeur of his soul. 

If he did not spare his soldiers at 
the decisive moment, he spared himself 
still less, and by his example obtained 
from his followers truly heroic efforts.

Experienced Man Says Best and Sur- 
est Way la Uee of Kerosene — Peur 
Liquid in Gradually and Open 
Throttle Slowly. 

Carbon Is one of the greatest wor- 
ries of the motorist. It will form In 
the best of combustion chambers. 

This substance Is deposited through 
Imperfect combustion of the cylinder 
oil and gasoline. Dust Is drawn Into 
the motor and adheres to the first oil 
surface It strikes, adding to the accu- 
mulation of the piston head. Eventu- 
ally this deposit becomes so deep that 
it Is incandescent, causing premature 
Ignition of the fuel. It Is this feature 
that will prevent any motor running 
smoothly. 

There are many ways of removing 
carbon. It may be scraped out with 
tools designed for the purpose. There 
are several sorts of chemical carbon 
removers which can be Injected Into 
the combustion chamber for the pur- 
pose of loosening the carbon and per- 
mitting It to be blown out the exhaust. 

With some types of motors It Is pos- 
sible to drop a small chain In the com- 
bustion chamber and let It scrape the 
cartoon off as it files around under the 
| impulse of the piston. 

Surest Carbon Remover. 

However, the experienced motorist 
says the best and surest carbon remov- 
er Is a dose of ordinary kerosene. 
When the engine Is hot after a run 
feed about three or four ouncea of ker- 
oseue through the air vent on the In- 
take manifold or through the air In- 
take of the carburetor while the en- 
gine Is Idling. The kerosene should 
be poured in gradually and the throt- 
tle opened very slowly, which draws 
the kerosene Into the cylinders In 
larger quantities than can be vapor- 
ized and burned at once. In a few . 
minutes the excess kerosene Is being 
churned up and down In the cylinders, 
soaking the valve seats and spark 
plugs. 

Many car owners Inject the kerosene 
through the petcocks, but the method j 
described above has the advantage of 1 
uniform application to the valves, j 
When the oil Is put In by way of the ! 
petcocks it Is likely to run down one 
side of the carbon deposit, leaving the 
othpr side untouched. 

Prevent Formation. 

By giving the motor a dose of kero- 
sene once a week It Is possible to pre- 
vent the formation of carbon deposit. 
One Kansas City motorist has a small 
tank of kerosene Installed in the front 
of his car. Every day as he draws 
near his home, he switches from his 
gasoline feed to the kerosene for ten 
minutes' running. He claims this 
practice has relieved him from all car- 
bon troubles and that his engiue runs 
as well as when new. 

Mixtures of various sorts have prov- 
en good carbon remqyers. Alcohol and j 
kerosene in proportions of three to 
one make a good carbon solvent, mo- 
torists say. and another good carbon 
cleanser is made of two parrs acetone, 
two parts kerosene and one part ether. 

In preventing the formation of car- 
bon. ttie use of good cylinder oil and 
tbe correct adjustment of the earbur**- 
tor is necessary. The beat advice la 
buy a standard brand of oil In quan- 
tity recommended for use In the par- j 
ilcular make and model of car. Home , 
cars use different weight oil In sum- ! 
mer and- winter. As the car gets older 
and the parts become thoroughly worn 
tn and a trifle loose, a heavier oil la 
often beneficial, motorists say. 

Cauae of Overheating. 

A cause of overheating that Is fro- , 
quently overlooked Is a slipping fan i 
belt. It must run at the speed Intend- 
ed by the designer or It will not prop- 
erly cool the water. If you can take 
bold of the blades of the fan and spin 
It l he belt is too loose. A very good 
arrangement ia where the tension of 
the belt Is taken up automatically toy 
• spring.

After a brief period of training 
Kmpey’s company Is sent Into the front-line trenches, where he takes 
his first turn on the fire step while the bullets whir, overhend. Empey 
learns, as comrade falls, that death lurks always In the trenches. 
Chaplain distinguishes himself by rescuing wounded men under hot 
fire. With pick nnd shovel Empey has experience ns a trench digger 
In No Man's Land. Exciting experience on listening post detail. 


CHAPTER XVI— Cantlmisd. 

— 11 — 

"I came out with the first expedi- 
tionary force, and, like all the rest, 
thought we would have the enemy 
licked In Jig time, and Ije able to eat 
Christmas dinner at home. Well, so 
far, I have eaten two Christmas din- 
ners In the trenches, and am liable to 
«at two more, the way things are 
pointing. That Is, If Frits don’t drop 
a *whl7.E-bnng’ on me, nnd send me to 
Blighty. Sometimes I wish I would 
get hit, beenuse It’s no grent picnic 
out here, nnd twenty-two months of It 
makes you fed up. 

"It’s fulrly cushy now compared to 
whnt It used to be. nlthough I admit 
this trench is a trifle rough. Now, 
•we send over five shells to their one. 
"We are getting our own back, but In 
the early days It was different. Then 
you hnd to take everything without 
reply. In fact, we would get twenty 
shells In return for every one we sent 
over. Fritz seemed to enjoy It, but 
we British didn’t ; we were the suf- 
ferers. Just one casualty after an- 
other. Sometimes whole platoons 
would disappear, especially when a 
\Tnck Johnson’ plunked Into their 
middle. It, got so bad that a fellow, 
when writing home, wouldn’t ask for 
any clgnrettes to be sent out, because 
he was afraid he wouldn't be there to 
receive them. 

"After the drive to Paris was turned 
bncR, trench warfare stnrted. Our 
genernl grabbed a map, drew a pencil 
across it. and sold. ‘Dig here.’ Then 
he went bnck to his ten, and Tommy 
armed himself with a pick nnd shovel 
and started digging. He’s been dig- 
ging ever since. 

"Of course we dug those trenches at 
night, but It was hot work, what with 
the rifle nnd machine-gun fire. The 
stretcher bearers worked harder than 
the diggers. 

"Those trenches, bloomin’ ditches, I 
«all them, were nightmares. They were 
only about five feet deep, and you used 
to get the backache from bending 
down. It wasn’t exuctly safe to stand 
upright, either, becuuse as soon as 
your napper showed over the top a 
bullet would bounce off It, or else come 
so close It would muke your hair stand. 

“We used to fill sandbags and stick 
them on top of the parapet to make It 
higher, but no use; they would be 
there about an hour and then Fritz 
■would turn loose and blow them to 
hits. My neck used to be sore from 
ducking shells nnd bullets. 

"Where my battery wns stationed a 
hasty trench had been dug, which 
the boys nicknamed ‘Suicide ditch,’ 
and, believe me, Yank, this was the 
orlginul ‘Suicide ditch.’ All the others 
are Imltutions. 

“When a fellow went Into that 
trench It was an even gamble that he 
would come out on a stretcher. At one 
time a Scotch battalion held It, und 
when they heard the betting was even 
money that they’d come out on 
stretchers, they grubbed all the beta 
In sight. Like a lot of bally idiots, sev- 
eral of the battery men fell for their 


game, nnd put up real money. The 
Mocks’ suffered a lot of casualties, and 
the prospects looked bright for the 
battery men to collect some easy 
money. So when the battalion was re- 
lieved the gamblers lined up. Several 
•Jocks’ got their money for emerging 
safely, but the ones who clicked It 
weren’t there to pay. The artillery- 
men hnd never thought It out that 
way. Those Scotties were hound to 
be sure winners, no matter how the 
wind blew. So take a tip from me, 
never bet with a Scottle, ’cause you’ll 
lose money. 

“At one part of our trench where 
a communication trench joined the 
front line a Tommy hnd stuck up a 
wooden signpost with three hnnds or 
arms on It. One of the hnnds, point- 
ing to the Oermnn lines, read, ‘To Ber- 
lin;’ the one pointing down the corn- 
munlcatlon trench read, ’To Blighty,’ 
while the other snld. ‘Suicide Ditch, 
Change Here for Stretchers.’ 

“Fnrther down from this guide post 
the trench ran through nn old orchard. 
On the edge of this orchard our bat- 
tery had constructed nn advanced ob- 
servation post. The trees screened It 
from the enemy airmen nnd the roof 
wns turfed. It wasn’t cushy like ours, 
no timber or concrete re-enforcements, 
just walls of sandbngs. From It a 
splendid view of the Oermnn lines 
could he obtulned. This post wnsn’t 
exactly safe. It wns n hot corner, 
shells plunking all around, nnd the 
bullets cutting leaves off the trees. 
Many n time when relieving the sig- 
naler at the 'phone, I hud to crawl on 
my belly like a worm to keep from 
being hit. 

“It wns nn observation post sure 
enough. That’s all the use It wns. Just 
observe all dny, but never a message 
back for out battery to open up. You 
see, at this point of the line there 
were strict orders not to fire a shell, 
unless specially ordered to do so from 
brigade hcndqunrtcrs. Blime me, If 
anyone disobeyed that command, our 
general — yes. it was Old Pepper — 
would have court-martialed the whole 
expeditionary force. Nohody went out 
of their way to disobey Old Pepper In 
those days, becuuse he couldn’t be 
called a parson ; he wns more like a 
pirate. If at any time the devil should 
feel lonely and sigh for u proper mate. 
Old Pepper would get the first call. 
Facing the Oermnns wnsn’t half bad 
compared with nn Interview with that 
old firebrand. 

"If u company or battalion should 
give way a few yurds against a su- 
perior force of Bodies, Old Pepper 
would send for the commanding offi- 
cer. In uhout half an hour the officer 
would come back with his face the 
color of u brick, and In a few hours 
whnt was left of Ills command would 
be holding tlieir orlginul position. 

“I have seen nn officer who wouldn't 

say d n for u thousand quid spend 

five minutes with the old boy, nnd 
when lie returned the flow of lungunge 
from Ills lips would make u navvy 
, blush for shame.

"Whnt I am going to tell yon Is how ( 
two of us put It over on the old scamp, 
nnd got away with It. It was a risky 
thing, too. beenuse Old Pepper wouldn't 
have been exactly mild with us If he 
hnd got next to the game. 

"Me nnd my mate, a lad nnmed Har- 
ry Cassell, a bombardier In D 238 bat- 
tery, or Innce corporal, as you call It 
In the Infantry, used to relieve the 
telephonists. We would do two hours 
on nnd four off. I would be on duty 
In the advanced observation post, 
while he would be at the other end of 
the wire In the battery dugout signal- 
ing station. We were supposed to send 
•hrough orders for the battery to fire 
when ordered to do so by the observa- 
tion officer In the advanced post. But 
very few messages were sent. It wns 
only in case of an actual attack that 
we would get* a chance to earn our 
’two nnd six’ a day. You see. Old Pep- 
per hnd Issued orders not to fire ex- 
cept when the orders came from him. 
And with Old Pepper orders la orders, 
and made to obey. 

"The Germans must have known 
about these orders, for even In the day 
their transports and troops used to 
expose themselves as If they were on 
parade. This sure got up out* nose, 
sitting there day after day, with fine 
targets In front of us but unable to 
send over a shell. We heartily cussed 
Old Pepper, his orders, the govern- 
ment, the people at home, nnd every- 
thing in genernl. But the Boches 
didn’t mind cussing, nnd got very care- 
less. Blime me, they were bally In- 
sulting. Used to, when using n certain 
road, throw their caps Into the air no 
a tuunt at our helplessness. 

“Cnssrll hnd been n telegrnpher In 
civil life and joined up when war wns 
declnred. As for me, I knew Morse, 
learned It at the signalers’ school bnck 
in 1910. With an officer In the obser- 
vation post, we could not carry on the 
kind of conversation that’s usual be- 
tween two mates, so we used the 
Morse code. To send, one of us would 
tap the transmitter with his finger 
nails, nnd the one on the other end 
would get It through the receiver. 
Many an hour was whiled away In this 
manner passing compliments buck and 
forth. 

"In the observation post the officer 
used to sit for hours with a powerful 
pair of field glasses to his eyes. 
Through a cleverly concealed loophole 
he would scan the ground behind the 
German trenches, looking for targets 
and finding many. This officer, Cap- 
tain A by name, hnd a habit of 

talking out loud to himself. Some- 
times he would vent bis opinion, same 
us a common private does when he’s 
wrought up. Once upon a time the 
captain had been on Old Pepper’s staff; 
so he could cuss and blind In the most 
approved style. Got to be sort of a 
hublt with him. 

"About six thousand yards from us, 
behind the German lines, was n road 
in plain view of our post. For the last 
three days Fritz hud brought compa- 
nies of troops down this road In broad 
daylight. They were never shelled. 
Whenever this happened the captain 
would froth at the mouth and let out 
a volume of Old Pepper’s religion 
which used to make me love him. 

“Every hnttery has u range chart on 
which distinctive lundmnrks are noted, 
with the range for each. These land- 
marks are culled targets, and are num- 
bered. On our battery’s chart, that 
road was called ‘Target 17, Range 
0000, 3 degrees 30 minutes left.’ D 238 
battery consisted of four ‘4.5’ howit- 
zers. and fired a 35-pound II. E. shell. 
As you know, II. K. meuns ’high ex- 
plosive.' 1 don’t like humming up my 
own battery, but we hud a record In 
the division for direct hits, und our 
boys were Just pining uwuy for a 
chance to exhibit their skill la the 
eyes of Fritz. 

"On the afternoon of the fourth day 
of Fritz’ contemptuous use of the roud 
mentioned the captain and I were at 
our posts as usual. Fritz was strafe- 
Ing us pretty rough, Just like he’s doing 
now. Tho shells were playing leap- 
frog all through that orchard. 

“I was carrying on a conversation 
in our ‘tap’ code with Cussell at the 
other end. It ran something like this: 

‘“Say, Cassell, how would you like 
to be In the saloon bar of the King’s 
Arms down Rye lane with a bottle of 
Bass In front of you. and that blonde 
hurmuid waiting to fill ’em up again?'

T HE magnanimity of General 
Grant’s amil will live forever. 
Recently the question was 
put to His Eminence Cardinal Gibbons, 
"What Is civilised warfare?” Immedi- 
ately came the reply: "The war be- 
tween the States.” And then the aired 
prelate added "Suppose General 
Grant had compelled General Lee nnd 
the captive Southerners to hnve none 
to Washington and built the Union 
n triumphal arch, what would the 
world have thought? And yet, that 
was exactly what happened to the .Tews 
nt the fall of Jerusalem which Titus’ 
arch commemorates." 

When In the spring of 1RS4 the vet- 
erans of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public knew their beloved chieftain 
was mortally 111, the soldiers, one and 
all, felt It would be a great privilege 
If once again they might see Grant's 
face. They wished to pay him some 
homage of sympathy, since, "A rose to 
the living Is more than countless 
wrenths to the dead.” 

This expression of lovq materialized 
In a plnn to tnnrch by his home, on 
Memorial day, as General Grant was 
then In New York city. Early on the 
morning of May 30 these old soldiers 
were awake, burnishing accoutre- 
ments nnd medals of honor; unfurling 
old battle flags.

Farm Letters 

By Edward Lukeman 


SPRAYING OF TREES 

In this issue 1 am going to call 
your attention to spraying trees. 
Just as soon as the trees snow green 
leaves, it is ttte proper time to 
spruy. but if they are in bloom you 
must wait until the blossoms fall, 
and then go to it. Don't attempt to 
do this before they fall. If you do 
you will kill the bees, and that is 
something you must be careful about, 
for the bees and the birds are the 
fruit grower's best friends. 

F’tor sprai'ing at this time you 
can use eiuier arsenate of lead or 
pyrox. Ten poundg dissolved in 50 
gallons of wiater makes a spray that 
will kill all the moths that attempt 
to cat the leaves, and 1 have done 
it with five pounds in the same quan- 
tity of water. Better start with ten 
pounds and then as you become bet- 
ter acquainted with the work you 
can experiment a little. This same 
spray is excellent for potatoes in- 
stead of Paris Green. 

Another sprav that you must not 
lose sight of for the potatoes. Is 
called “Bordeaux Mixture." As soon 
as the potatoes are five or six inches 
high, spray with this solution, and 
continue to make three sprayings at 
different intervals or every six inches 
of growth. 

One gallon dissolved in 50 gallons 
of water is the proper strength. 

Potatoes treated in this manner 
seldom rot or blight. If you want to 
make it easier for yourself when you 
purchase this, order that which has 
the Paris Green mixed with it, and 
you can kill the bugs and prevent 
rot and blight at the same time. 

Remember this is a preventative 
and not a cure, for when the blight 
strikes potato vines I know of no 
cure. 

Now don't let anyone talk you 
into not spraying, for it is absolutely 
necessary if you wunt to liaise good 
fruit. 

I am afraid some of you hav* pot 
done much in your garden yet. I 
have seen a good many war gardens 
that did nicely last year, where the 
owners have not (lone anything yet. 
I hope they intend to get started at 
once. 

If you want to raise two crops, 
it is necessary to get an early start, 
for surely this is the time when you 
should toil early ami late to plant 
and cultivate the very best gar- 
den possible. I am referring now 
to persons who ilwve land enough 
for a good garden. Whatever you 
grow, will be that much saved for 
our Allies. I imagine ^ can hear 
some of you suy, we’ll feed ourselves 
and never mind the Allies. Well, it 
we did that it would mean starvation 
for them, and then we would have to 
fight tills war alone, and that is 
something we want to avoid. 

So don’t forget that last year our 
I Allies were short 525.000,000 million 
bushels of coreals. Imports from 
Russia and Rumania are abut off. and 
shipments from Australia are impos- 
sible, because of lack of ships. As 
a result they can turn to but one 
place for supples, and tbat is the 
! Western Continent. 

South America can supply some 
food hut there the crops were short 
last year. Canada lias a surplus, 
and will do her share to the last 
ounce. But the main burden of mak- 
ing up this deficit falls upon the 
farmers of the Halted States. 

I It therefore behoove* our people, 
and it is the patriotic duty of every 
American, to save and produce food. 
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not only for oux own soldiers, but 
for those utbo are flRhting our bat- 
tles. Never forget we ntny have mil- 
lions of gune, mountains of powder 
nn<l millions of soldiers, but without 
»>od to sustain tho life of the men, 
our cause is lost. 

F^rthermpre it Is the patriotic duty 
of every boy or girl to raise a pig 
or two. or a flock of chickens. If 
each will do a little, the aggregate 
will be enormous, and go a long way 
toward supplying the need. 

Wo must never forget there is no 
middle ground. Flycrv American 
must be for the government or 
against it. If lie docs not luwtily 
support every fen luce set forth by 
tlic President and Congress, lip Is 
a disloyal citizen, ltc must rcallzd 
that it is our house that is on fire, 
and that our property i s in that 
house and those nearest anil dearest 
are confined there, and that It is 
our duty to save that house, let it 
cost what it may. 

Tlie government needs our help, 
not only to do our hit. but to do 
everything possible that will in any 
way help to win tills war. 

Some can render most effective 
service in tho trenches; others in 
workshops and factories, and still 
ot iters on the farms. 

Tho Banner is the guardian of t ho 
first line of defense, and the real 
farmer who can produce enough to 
feed a battalion is doing a greater 
service to his country than he could 
possibly do with gun or sword at the 
front. 

Tho man who lias passed the war 
draft age, and is abundantly able 
to live on ltis income, has no right to 
look on with a don’t care feeling. 
iHc should show his patriotism by 
rendering the best service he is cap- 
able of cither by manual labor, or 
directing others less efficient than 
himself. Age and wealth are not 
acceptable excuses to shirk or even 
assume u passive attitude, when the 
life of the nation is at stake. 

We must all make up our minds 
wo are fighting against the most 
formidable and most vicious foe civ- 
ilization has ever known.

“Since arriving in France we have 
been pretty busy.

Much Satisfaction to Car Owner 
to Know Just Why His 
# Starter Won’t Work. 


cells show the normal rending, but 
the third shows a very low reading. 
This can only he interpreted In one 
wny, the entire battery Is In poor con- 
dition. The fact that two cells show 
u higher rending than the third Is 
merely accidental. The fact at the 
bottom of the whole thing is this: 
The measure of energy In the dis- 
charged cell Is very probably the 
measure of energy of the whole bat- 
tery. In such a case the buttery 
should he recharged at once ut the 
battery service station.

In Stopping Car Frequently Large 

Amount of Current la Being Used 
for Cranking Engine — Re- 
charge Battery at Once. 

When you go out to your garage In 
the morning and find that for some 
reason or other your starter won’t 
work. It gives you u lot of satisfac- 
tion to know exactly wlmt the trouble 
Is. although you may not be able your- 
self to remedy It. 

If you find that your battery 1ms 
not energy enough to turn over tin* 
starting motor, the first tiling you 
do, naturally, Is to test it with your 
hydrometer. Nine times out of ten 
you will find that the trouble Is — 
starving. The hydrometer will In- 
fallibly uncover this condition, for in- 
stead of registering 1,280 to 1,300, us 
it would If the battery were fully 
charged, It will register below 1,200. 
What Causes Trouble. 

All right. You’ve discovered that 
your battery Is starved. Hut going 
back a step farther, “What causes 
It to he starved? llow did It come 
about that the battery which Is to 
supply you with energy and to spare 
for starting and lighting gets Into a 
condition that it has not power 
enough for cither one of these 
things?" 

How are you running your car? 
If you are running It In the city, 
short distances, stopping frequently, 
you urc using a large amount of cur- 
rent for cranking the engine without 
giving the generator a chance to re- 
store to (lie battery power enough to 
offset this drain. 

While It Is Impossible to state Just 
how much the ear should he ruu to 
keep the battery In a fully charged 
condition, tills much cau he said: 
Every time you crank your engine the 
battery for a few moments is put- 
ting forth two horse power of en- 
ergy. 

Battery Wears Out. 

Very obviously if It Is culled upon 
to do this long at a time or at too 
frequent intervals, it Is not going to 
be long before the battery is exhaust- 
ed. If. however, the muchine is ruu 
a considerable distance at a fair rate 
of speed, say from 15 to 20 miles per 
tour, the generator gets u chance to 
restore energy to the buttery and the 
dangers of starving are reduced in that 
proportion. 

Some days, perhaps. In testing 
your battery you flud one cell or two 


Formula Used for Making Frosting So- 
lution — Best to Immerse Object 
to Be Coated. 

In these days of drastic headlight 
laws, state and municipal, motorists 
will naturally he Interested in a cheap 
method of frosting bulbs and lenses, a 
method of eliminating the glare from 
lights and complying with ull stat- 
utes of this kind. 

Tile following formula Is used for 
making the frosting solution and Into 
this the bulb or lens Is dipped. To a 
mixture of 24 ounces of ether nnd 18 
ounces of benzine, mid 2*4 ounces of 
sandarach and one-half ounce of mas- 
tic. Any good drug store will furnish 
the needed Ingredients. 

If it is desired to produce colored 
light, coloring matter may lie added 
to the solution. If the surface to be 
frosted is large and flat the solution 
may he applied with a brush, hut this 
usually produces a streaked surface. 
It is best to immerse the object to he 
coated, if possible. 

STEER WITH MAXIMUM EASE I 

— — ^ i 

Important That Fr.-nt Wheel* Be 
Aligned Properly — It Prevent* Ex- 
cessive Tire Wear. 

The steering gear, properly speak- 
ing. Is the mechanism at the lower 
end of ttie steering post, and the dif- 
ferent types take their name from 
the forms of gears used in them. 

To begin with, it is Important that 
tlie front wheels shall be aligned prop- 
erly, if the cur Is to steer with maxi- 
mum ease. Improper alignment re- 
sults not only in hindering the steer- 
ing of the cur, but in excessive tire 
wear. 

FOR REPLACING TIRE TUBES 

Essential That Liberal Use Be Mad* 
of Talc or French Chalk by Us- 
ing Small Blower. 

When replacing tire tubes it la es- 
sential that talc or French chalk 
should be thoroughly distributed over 
the Inside casing. This operation is 
greatly facilitated by the use of a 
small blower, such as is used for | 
spraying Insect powders. A blower of i 
this kind may be obtained in any 
drug store and its use results in the 
talc being evenly distributed all 
over the Inside of the casing, a very 
Important matter. 


WATCH SMALL CUTS ON TIRES 

If Filled With Rubber Gum They Will 

Be Prevented From Developing — 
Blowout Avoided. 

It Is nn opportune time for nutomo- 
bile tires to receive u thorough Inspec- 
tion, so that their full mileage may 
be obtained without interruption. 

"Watch for the small cuts," advises 
the service manager of a big rubber 
company. “Spot them when they ure 
small and harmless. If they are then 
filled with a good quality of gum rub- 
ber they will lie prevented from de- 
veloping to the stage where positive 
Injury to tread and fabric would re- 
sult. 

"Sand nnd gravel eat their way rap- 
idly into the heart of a tire. Upon 
reaching the fabric, real trouble for 
the motorist quickly develops and a 
blowout is inevitable sooner or luter. 
I’luggiug up a small cut is a very sim- 
ple mutter, requiring only u moment of 
time, yet it Is sure to suve many a 
disappointment und many a dollar of 
** r e value to the mun who watches 
out.”

M emorial day hns come 

ngnln. Lot us retire Into our- 
selves, nnd let us remember. 
The enrliest settlers In this 
country, whether they mine with CnpL 
John Smith, with the rilgrims, the Pu- 
ritans, the Dutch, the Quakers, or the 
Catholics, whether they came early In 
the seventeenth century or whether 
they came in the exodus from Ireland 
tn the lenn years of the nineteenth, or 
In the flight before the rpaotlonnry do- 
minion established In Europe nfter 
1848, nr whether they mine tn escape 
pogroms In the beginning of the twen- 
tieth century, nil, in their respective 
ways, grappled boldly with the difficul- 
ties of life, and brought their purposes 
to accomplishment. Let us remem- 
ber. 

The noblest figure of the eighteenth 
century, be the others who they may. 
Is that of George Washington, who In 
the first grent trlnls of our national 
life raised "u standard to which the 
wise anil the Just could repair," nnd 
left the Issue In the hands of God. 
Let us remember. 

The noblest figure of the nineteenth 
century, excepting no one, Is that of 
Abraham Lincoln, who by his heroic 
saintliness, his heroic patience, his he- 
roic conception of duty, his hprolc hu- 
mility, led his people through the fiery 
trlnls of the Civil war. Let us remem- 
ber. 

We hnve doubtless ntnde mistakes; 
we hnve neglected duties ; we have 
overestimated the value of riches; we 
have cared too much for luxury; we 
have failed to establish Justice for the 
masses; we have not brought democ- 
racy to ripeness; we have forgotten 
the true road ; we hnve sought to wor- 
1 ship both God and mammon; but we 
have not let the fires of hope — that 
the spirit of brotherhood shall prevail 
among all Americans nnd between 
America and all the world — die out In 
our hearts. Let us remember. 

Now we confront the greatest trial 
that our nation has faced. The strong- 
est power In the world, built up on Its 
military foundation, as solid as the Ro- 
man eolosseum, nnd animated by ti- 
tanic pride anil ambition, has set out 
to dominate the world. Let us remem- 
ber 1 eorge Washington, shut our teeth, 
draw the sword and fling the scabbard 
away, until German sense of Justice 
shall triumph over German brutality. 
This means etTort. effort, effort ; all the 
people, men and women, putting all 
their strength Into the great task until 
the will of 100,000.000 people, resolute 
to put down wrong, shall prevail. It 
means sacrifice of life and limb ou the 
plain* of France, on the high seas, on 
the Alpine slopes of Italy, aud, at lust, 
on tha roads and fields of Germany. 
It means abstinence end self-denial at 
borne, cutting off luxury, cutting down 


comfort, going without meat nnd 
wlient, without candy nnd sugnr, with- 
out the pleasures of plnlnte. There Is 
something stimulating and refreshing 
In self-denlnl nnd self-sacrifice. That 
Is the lesson of Valley* Forge. Let us 
remember It. 

Can we not all together, ns one peo- 
ple, with one voice, nnd one heart, on 
Memorial day pray: 

"May the powers thnt move through 
the universe nnd reveal themselves In 
the nctlons of men use us as their In- 
struments for high purposes, ns they 
used George Washington In his (lay, 
nnd Abraham Lincoln In Ills day; 

“May they steel our hearts to hear 
privation, suffering, denth, until wrong 
shall he overthrown, and right be re- 
stored to Its throne; 

"May they strengthen our soldiers 
nnd sailors, redouble the vigor of their 
bodies nnd the might of their souls, so 
that they shall compel victory to fol- 
low at their heels ; 

"And may we always In the time of 
conflict, every hour of the day nnd 
every hour of the night, remember 
George Washington, nnd strike with 
all our national might, putting the 
strength of 100,000.000 people Into each 
blow ; and, In the hour of victory, re- 
member Abraham Lincoln, nnd have 
charity for all and malice towurd 
none." 

In this stnte of mind we shall he the 
better warriors, nnd go to battle like 
Cromwell's Ironsides, confident of vic- 
tory, or like Stonewull Jackson's 
troopers, with the fear of the Lord 
In their hearts and the might of the 
Lord In their right bands.

a disciplined man, pure from preju- 
dice, untainted by hatred, ennobled by 
charity, that lie, In the plnce nnd at 
the time allotted to him, Is serving 
grent ends for the good of mankind?

The following Is nn nrtlclo which np- 
poured recently In "lied Cross Clip- 
pings” nnd will ho of spoclnl Intorost 
to trnlncd nurses who nre considering 
the mutter of offering their services to 
the Red Cross: 

“Miss Jane A. Uelnnn, director of 
the burenu of nursing of the American 
Hod Cross, points out to nurses the un- 
usual opportunities offered by the In- 
surance law, enacted for the protection 
of our army nnd navy. The provisions 
of the Insurance hill apply equally to 
nurses assigned to duty ns members of 
the army and navy nurse corps, and 
make It possible for the nurse to se- 
cure, at nominal rates, protectlhn for 
herself as well ns for designated mem- 
bers of her family dependent upon 
her. 

’’ 'A great responsibility rests upon 
the nurses of the country,’ continues 
Miss Delano. ‘They are the only group 
of women recognized ns a part of the 
military establishment. While thou- 
sands nnd thousands of nurses will he 
needed, the number Is relatively snmll 
compared with the number of women 
In America who should stand hack of 
them and make possible the service for 
which they ure so greatly needed at 
this time. 

“The nurses who shnre In the hard- 
ships, the dangers nnd the privations 
Incident to war should he looked upon 
ns the representatives of the woman- 
hood of America at the front, nnd 
these women who stand bendy to sac- 
rifice nil, even their lives If necessary, 
should receive the sympathy, the sup- 
port and the Interest of the millions of 
women whose husbands, brothers and 
sons are fighting for the safety of the 
country. Not only should the women 
of the country encourage nurses who 
have this blessed opportunity for serv- 
ice to volunteer promptly, hut they 
should make every effort possible to 
protect the nurses holding themselves 
\ ready for service nnd share with them 
i the responsibility and sacrifices neces- 
sary. 

“ ‘A special nppeal Is made there- 
fore to the nurses of America to vol- 
unteer at once through their nearest 
local committee on lied Cross nursing

Out In Front. 

After teu Lieutenant Stores of our 
section came into the dugout and In- 
formed me thut I waa “for" a reconnol- 
tering patrol and would carry six Mills 
bombs.

We cruised around in the durk for

yards In front of the German barbed 


wire, when we walked Into n Boche 
covering party nenriy thirty strong. 
Then the music started, the fiddler ren- 
dered Ids bill, and we paid. 

Fighting in the dark with a bayonet 
Is not very plensnnt. The Germans 
took It on the run, but our officer wus 
no novice ut the gnme nnd didn’t fol- 
low them. He gave the order "down 
on the ground, hug It close.” 

Just In time, too, because a volley 
skimmed over our heads. Then in low 
tones we were told to separate and 
crawl back to our trenches, each man 
on his own. 

We could see the flashes of their 
rifles In the darkness, but the bullets 
were going over our heads. 

We lost three men killed nnd one 
wounded in the arm. If it hadn’t been 
for our officer's quick thinking the 
whole patrol would hnve probably 
been wiped out. 

After nbout twenty minutes’ wait we 
went out again nnd discovered that 
the Germans had a wiring pnrty work- 
ing on their barbed wire. We returned 
to our trenches unobserved with the 
information and our machine guns Im- 
mediately got busy. 

Tin* next night four men were sent 
out to go over nnd examine the Ger- 
man barbed wire and see if they had

cut lanes through it; If so, tills pres- 
aged an early morning attack ou our 
trenches.

1 
turned about to see if I could find it; 
It couldn't be fur away, becuuse about 
three or four minutes previously I hud 
felt the butt in the holster. I crawled 
around in circles and at last found it. 
then started on my wuy buck to our 
trenches, as 1 thought. 

Pretty soon I reached barbed wire, 
and was just going to give the pass- 
word when something told me not to. 
1 put out my hand and touched one of 
the barbed wire stakes. It was Iron.

What did 
wo do to him? Well, it wouldn't he 
any story if wo had beaten him by 2.7 
runs.

JUDGE LOUIS A. COOK 

A group of lifelong friends, includ- 
ing Judge Thayer of Blarkstone. 
Judge William S. Dnnn of Superior 
court, U. S. District Attorney Asa P. 
. French, a delegation from Wildey 
lodge. I. O. O. F., and townspeople, 
assembled Sunday afternoon at 2 
o'clock 'at "Beechcroft." the late 
home of Judge Louts A. Cook, to 
pay their last tributes, and there 
were many beautiful floral tributes. 

Rev. ()m A. Price of the Union 
Congregational church, read the 
Scriptures Rev. Henry C. Alvord of 
* ^t he Old South Church paid a tribute 
to tli odeceased, and Rev. L. Weston 
Alt wood of Abtngton. a former pas- 
tor at Soutli Weymouth, offered pray- 
er. Selections were beautifully sung 
i by the I/otus Quartette. 

The bearers were Judge Albert E. 
Avery of the Bast Norfolk court, 
Judge George L. Wentworth of the 
Boston Municipal court, Sheriff Sam- 
uel H. Capon of Norfolk county: John 
W. McAnarney of Quincy, vice presi- 
dent of the Norfolk Bar Association; 
William J. Coughlin of Ablngton, a 
former law partner; Town Treasurer 
John H. Stetson: George W. Conant, 
representing Wildey lodge. I. O. O. 
F.; and Past Grand Master of the 
Odd Fellows. W. S. Novin. 

Burial wins in the Thayer lawn div- 
ision of Mt. Hope cemetery at South 
Weymouth, where the Rev. Ora A. 
Price read n brief committal service. 

Judge Cook was born in Bluckstone. 
May 4, 1847. and was educated at 
Blackstone. Woonsocket, R. 1., and at 
Phillips Exeter Academy. At twenty- 
five years of age he came to Wey- 
mouth and was made head master of 
the Bates grammar school. In 1879 
he was elected to the Legislature. 
Later lie studied law and he was ad- 
mitted to the Plymouth County Bar, 
Nov. 13. 1884. In 1889 and '90 ho was 
again a member of the Legislature. 
He served on the school hoard of 
Blackstone and Weymouth. On July 
30, lSihi, he was appointed one of 
the special justices of the District 
Court of East Norfolk, holden at 
Quincy. In November. 1890, ho was 
elected clerk of courts for Norfolk 
County by a plurality of more than 
4000 votes and lias held the position 
ever since. 

Judge Cook was a prominent Odd 
Follow, being a past grand master 
and 4 past grand patriarch. He 
joined Wildey lodge in 1875. serving 
as secretary and noble grand. Later 
lie became a deputy, and in 1892 
grand master. It was in 1907 that he 
was grand patriarch. 

A signal honor was bestowed on 
Judge Cook in 1914, and an event of 
which lie was always proud, when 
lie was selected by 1 lie town of Wey- 
mouth. Massachusetts, to take the 
greetings to Weymouth, England, on 
the occasion of the unveiling of a 
tablet erected to the memory of John 
Endicott. who became the first gov- 
ernor of the Massachusetts Bay Col- 
ony. 

At the age of eleven young Cook 
met with a serious accident, which 
at the time was reported in the press 
and medical Journals as being most 
singular, and which it was thought 
would leave him a cripple for life. 
In descending from a scaffold he 
Jumped upon an upright stick which 
penetrated the inside of his leg and 
was driven through his body to the 
spinal column. A piece of the trous- 
ers was carried through his body at 
the end of the stick and was taken 
out of his back, the stick breaking 
off leaving about seven inches in the 
bodv which remained there seven 
months before it could he removed. 
After its removal he rapidly im- 
proved and after many years fully 
recovered from the injury. 

Reference wa« made in the Gazette 
last week to the long service of 
Judge Cook us moderator at the an- 
nual town meetings 26 years, also 
to other town offices he had filled. 
He was also vice president of the 
Weymouth Historical Society, and 
was writing a history of Weymouth, a 
history of Norfolk County and a 
memorial of the Cook Family. He 
will be missed in many circles in 
Weymouth.

Lnst of 
All, the owner comes ulong, looks 
proudly nt hls new possessions, nnd as 
a last straw, leaves behind the sugges- 
tion, “Hurry nnd finish up the job, so 
that I can get iu here in a couple of 
Bays.” And yet the master painter 




and more permanent, because It Is not 
being Influenced h.v undue moisture In 
the plaster nnd wnlls. The first thing 
to he done Is to stnrt with the upper- 
most rooms nnd clean all walls, doors, 
casings, trim nnd floors very carefully 
and thoroughly, closing nnd locking 
each room ns It Is cleaned. This pro- 
cedure should he followed down to 
the basement, nnd nil mnterlnl swept 
up should he carefully taken out of 
the building. 

Spirit Stains Hard to Apply. 

The woodwork nnd standing trim 
should first be stnlnod. shellacked nnd 
filled. The former should be n water 
or oil stnln. Avoid spirit stnlns, be- 
cause they nre exceedingly difficult to 
apply free from laps nnd “holidays,” 
nnd nre not permanent to llg’-L The 
shellac coat may he cither ornnge or 
white, depending upon whether or not 
the work Is dark or light. Shellac 
should bo reduced one-half with dena- 
tured alcohol ; do not use wood alco- 
hol If you wish to avoid the possibility 
of blindness resulting from the expos- 
ure to fumes In n closed room. Never 
apply shellac ns an undercoat In full 
body; It Is merely a sizing cont for the 
wood nnd will prevent much cloudiness 
from Improper snnding when the filler 
Is applied. Let the shellnc cont dry 
nt least three hours, more If the rooms 
nre cold. Prepare the filler, being 
sure to use one propnrod from a silex 
base nnd not from cornstarch or flour, 
which will shrink nnd fade when the 
oil hns been absorbed by the wood. 

Freedom From Dust Big Aid. 

After the varnish hns dried three 
(lays, or longer, It should he sanded 
free from nibs with No. (X) or 0000 sand- 
paper. The trim should be carefully 
dusted ; better still, sponged with 
clenr water nnd dried with n chamois. 
The floors should receive the same 
treatment. If this method Is followed, 
and the rooms kept closed, nn enor- 
mous amount of sanding will be saved 
In the end because of great freedom 
of dust, the ruination of much var- 
nished trim. If the work Is to be 
rubbed with felt pnd, pumice stone nnd 
water, start with the head casing nnd 
continuous trim, using n pad of Span- 
ish felt % by 3% by 5 Inches. Have 
two palls hnndy, one with wnter and 
sponge In which to dip the rub- 
bing felt, the other to contain clean 
water for sponging off after rubbing. 
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Is expected to turn nut clean, well-var- 
nished and enameled work ; walls free 
from finger marks left by other men 
than his own, well-polished floors, free 
fnrm heel-marks nnd scratches. The 
htrange part of it is that ninety times 
•m of a hundred he can stand the 
gaff from everybody and deliver a real- 
ly good job in the end. 

For safety’s snkp, however, the mas- 
ter painter should have it stipulated 
ta hls specifications that all Inside 
work shall he complete and accepted; 
•fl refuse nnd dirt removed from all 
rooms, closets and hulls; that he will 
■ot be responsible for results If plumb- 
ers, masons, carpenters, decorators or 
otliers come In and cause dust, litter 
tc other annoyance, while working on 
the fulfillment of hls contract. If this 
Is agreed to tn black and white before 
Ihe contract Is signed, hut little trou- 
ble will he experienced later on when 
•toe work is under way. No master 
fainter need he afraid that he will 
tose a contract because of such insist- 
eooe, for the owner, in nine cases out 
•f ten, will respect him all the more 
tor the evidence of cure shown under 
•he circumstances; especially If he has 
•xpluined to him something of the why 
and wherefore, und that he will be 
able to get Into the new Iodise more 
quickly because the contract can be 
■tore easily fulfilled. 

Plaster Should Dry Three Weeks. 

Ko inside work should he attempted 
VatU the plaster has dried ut least 
Curve weeks, nor should the last coat 
«f teiside finish he upplied until after 
this time has elapsed. The priming 
and second coats on the siding protect 
the lumber from external moisture, 
•old and heat conditions, but at the 
sum* time I am convinced that they 
also exert a valvular action und allow 
tsitenml moisture to escape. For this 
season I much prefer to apply the last 
coat of finish on new houses a f ter all 
the inside work of sizing, papering, 
fainting und varnishing is done. Then 
•toe outside last coat will hold its gloss 
too ger and the Inside finish he brighter 






Use O or F pumice stone nnd rub only 
with the gruiu of the wood until the 
work is smooth and the surface bus 
been leveled off free from nibs. Sponge 
dean, using a two-inch chisel Chinese 
bristle brush for molding, and wipe 
dry with u chamois. Avoid all cloths 
for wiping, as they Invariably leave 
lint, which will ruin any varnish fin- 
ish. Never let the pundee stone dry 
on the work, ns It will dust off und 
float around to spoil fresh varnish ap- 
plied later. When properly dried, If 
any sags or tears have occurred on 
the varnish, they may he removed 
with a chunk of pumice stone of tine 
tooth, which has been shaped with a 
file or sandpaper. 

Finish Woodwork First. 

All woodwork should be finished, ex- 
cept for the last sponging off and pol- 
ishing before the wulls are touched, ei- 
ther for painting, enameling or paper- 
ing. This applies especially to the doors, 
which should be stuined, shellacked, till- 
ed and given one cout of finish immedi- 
ately ufter hanging, to prevent subse- 
quent swelling when not protected 
from the conditions of moisture result- 
ing from the preparations ou the walls. 
The same consideration should govern 
the treatment of the floors for the 
first coat of finish In order that they 
may not swell and subsequently open 
up after the house Is heuted. 

Much cure must be exercised 
throughout. In order that the work 
may proceed smoothly and aot cause 
trouble, because some part may be In- 
flueneed by some other portion through 
not having been undertaken in the 
proper order. Cleanliness and freedom 
from dust are absolutely essential to 
really good work, and will save much 
excessive sandpapering or rubbing If 
carefully observed. Clean brushes, 
carefully put away la the proper 
liquids at night so that they do not 
re<t on their own bristles, will do much 
to uiuke a successful job. so that with 
the woodwork nicely finished, the 
treatment of the wulls may be next 
considered.

Wheat Flour. 


EAT HOT BREADS 
AS WAR MEASURE 

Use of Substitutes Will Do Much 
to Relieve Wheat Situation 
and Aid Allies. 

SOME GOOD THINGS TO EAT 


Biscuits, Muffins, Waffles and Griddle 

Cakes Are Better Than Yeast 
Bread— Will Tickle Palate 
and Satisfy Stomach. 

Elscuits, muffins, griddle cakes, waf- 
fles — use these iu place of yeust bread 
nnd suve wheat. To make a yeast 
bread of good texture some wheat 
flour must he used to furnish the 
gluten necessary for this form of 
leavening. Quick breads leavened 
with baking powders or sour milk, or 
cream of tartar with baking soda, do 
not need this gluten, so we can use 
other cereal Hours that do not con- 
tain gluten for them. Burley flour, 
corn flour, corumeal, buckwheat flour, 
oatmeal, sweet potuto Hour, kafir, und 
feteritu meul — ull such enn be used 
for quick breads. Their use wfill do 
much to relieve the wheat sltnatloii, 
as they require no wheat. They are 
delicious, too, so when you serve your 
family with hot breads made from the 
wheat substitutes you help your coun- 
try and the allies, and at the same 
time furnish your family with good 
things to eat. 

For hot biscuits almost any of Ihe 
substitute Hours curt he used, using 
the same amount of shortening and 
baking powder as for wheat biscuit 
and enough liquid to make a dough of 
the right consistency for rolling. Half 
corn Hour und half corumeal makes a 
good biscuit or half corumeal and 
half peanut meal. 

This barley drop biscuit Is de- 
licious ;

Baked In a sheet this makes n good 
shortcake, buttered und served with 
fresh crushed berries or other fruit. 

When so.v-hean meal or peanut meal 
nre used the fat should be reduced, 
as bulb of these contain much fat. 

For muffins the standard recipe can 
ngaiu be used, substituting the other 
Hours in place of all or part of the 
wheat flour. Boiled oats caji he put 
through a food grinder and used as 
any other flour or meal In quick 
breads. Here Is a delicious muffin 
made from outiueul and corn flour:

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“New” Spinach Is Favorite. 

This Is just an Item about spinach 
nnd how you can help prevent n rath- 
er Important ins- In It. All thnt is 
asked of you is tnu* you do not dis- 
criminate unfairly, when you go to 
market, in the matter mi two kinds of 
spinach which are practically alike 
except In looks. Brick ly •coded spin- 
ach is nn old type that is coming hack 
on the market this year because seed 
of the common spinach — Savoy-leaf — 
is scarce. It resembles the dandelion 
somewhat in appearance. It hns just 
ns much food vnlue and ns good a 
flavor ns the smoother-leafed Savoy 
which you are more accustomed to 
buying, and can be cooked in the same 
wny. Only a few years ago, before 
the Savoy became almost the only 
type grown commercially, the prickly 
seeded spinach was the most popular 
kind produced fur winter use. 

So don’t snub this old favorite. 
Specialists of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture are eager to 
have this explanation spread broad- 
cast because they fear a loss may re- 
sult from the belief of many consum- 
ers and dealers that the prickly- 
seeded type is a new one differing in 
food value. 

Why Use Cornmeal? 

A 35-busliel yield of corn, which 
crop produces more human food than 
any other commonly grown on Ameri- 
can farms, will supply nearly 150 
pounds of protein needed for flesh 
building and more than 3,000,000 units 
(calories) of energy. Wherever condi- 
tions are favorable for extending corn 
acreage It is evident that considerable 
addition cun lie made to the supply of 
human food. 

Let it be urged once again, use more 
coruincnl. Millers should give special 
attention to the preparation of corn- 
1114-n I of good quality and housewives 
should use inert-used quantities of this 
miuiiious and palatable product as a 
substitute for wlu-at for bread making 
and oilier purposes. It is more practic- 
able io increase the use of cornmeal in 
ibis country than abroad, for our peo- 
ple are familiar with corn as u food, 
while most European peoples are not, 
though now they try in do what they 
can. , 

Savory Meat Savers. 

Beans, peas and other legumes are 
(-specially important urticles of food 
at i lie lime because of the large 
amount of protein they contain, which 
makes liit-iii valuable as meat savers. 
The legumes protein, however, Is not a 
complete substitute for that supplied 
by meat, fish, poultry, eggs. milk, 
cheese, etc. The legumes will not. 
therefore, entirely take the place of 
meat and similar sources of protein 
iu the diet. They should perhaps he 
looked upon us meut savers rather 
than meat substitutes. They will tier- 
form their function as food better if 
used in c-onnceiion with some of the 

1 other sources o! protein named rather 
| than alone. For this reason such 
1 dishes as ihe following, for example. 

1 are preferable lo beans or other 
legumes alone: Fork and beans, Bos- 
ton roast (cold baked beans and 
cheese), bean soup with boiled egg. 

1 stews of meat and legumes, bean cro- 
| queues Mllh boiled egg, and bean 
1 chowders and purees with milk.

A challenge not only to the sound 
Judgment, but to the Idealism of the 
American buslnesr man lies In whnt 
has come to he cnlled the “industrial 
housing problem." Behind these mat- 
ter-of-fact words is a world of vital 
significance affecting the greater, more 
efficient, more bcuutiful America for 
which forward-looking men are begin- 
ning, In n large way, to plan. 

The solution lies neither In senti- 
ment alone nor in unmitigated business 
■ense ; It is comprehended, however, In 
that mixture of the two qunlltles which 
makes for the greatest social value and 
personal success in Industry. 

The practice of providing suitable 
homes for workers Is In its Infuncy in 
America. Knglnnd hns solved the prob- 
lem with characteristic British slow- 
ness nnd thoroughness. But in Amer- 
ica, the land Is ns yet too new, the 
genitive forces of Industrial opportu- 
nity ns yet too prolific, labor ns yet 
loo plentiful, to have brought this In- 
cidental but altogether vital problem 
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practicable thnn all the solutions tba* 
far offered Is proper housing. 

Mere Shelter Not Enough. 

But proper housing does not mean 
mere shelter. Man Is n sentimental 
animal. His holiest sentiment centers 
about the home. Home ties menu con- 
tentment ; If they do not, they are not 
ties for long. They mean attachment 
to locality, they mean n vital Interest 
In the community; they menu, most »C 
nil, a sense of security which Implies— 
the psychologists nnd the workman 
themselves tell us — permanence, com- 
fort nnd enthusiasm iu one’s surround- 
ings. Tills wiis the meaning of tho 
l-'nglish collage nnd garden. 

The problem of housing then, Is, flint 
of ull, one for the employer. 

The problem Is also one for Ihe com- 
munity nnd particularly for those mem- 
bers of the community who profit most 
by its healthy, sound und consistent 
growth. Chief among these members 
Is the hanker. But merchants should 
also he Inten sled, ns well ns the own- 
ers of traction companies, nnd nil 
those who are possessed of a disinter- 
ested civic pride. 

So In the cities where the Individual 
employer cannot meet the problem, It 
Is properly one for n slock company 
composed of employers, hunkers, mer- 
chants, nnd those advocates of civic 
betterments who prefer a garden sub- 
urb to long rows of poorly planned, 
lllbuilt, altogether mentally nnd finan- 
cially depressing flats nnd shacks — 
miscalled cottages. 

Country Faces New Conditions. 

There Is, however, a larger and mor« 
Important phase of the problem thnn 
nny thus far considered here. Tho 
new world contract which hns been 
thrust upon us within the Inst few 
years brings nn obligation to create n 
new, more beautiful, more efficient, 
more glorious America. The founda- 
tion of that America must be labor; 
well pnid, contented labor; nnd only 
such labor can he depended upon In 
the period of all-inclusive readjust- 
ments und reconstruction which muy 
be thrust upon us at any time by tho 
end of the world war. Proper hous- 
ing, housing thnt, no matter who tho 
inborer or what hls habits, creates the 
permanent home sense, will he nn lin- 



to more than a merely tentative solu- 
tion. 

War Forces Consideration. 

The great war, however, has been 
the great precipitator. It has crystal- 
lized conditions that would otherwise 
have been a generation, u century or 
a quintet in llux. The housing prob- 
lem in the United States bus been mov- 
ed up ut least a generation. Where 
yesterday It was with many industrial 
organizations a mutter of sentiment or 
casual experiment, it Is today a prob- 
lem of grim necessity, though It will 
never find a real solution until senti- 
ment mingles with business Judgment 
to produce a humanly likeable, work- 
able and altogether satisfactory result. 

The reason why the housing prob- 
lem cannot he dealt with solely in n 
cold, logical, business fashion should he 
apparent to everyone. That it Is not 
apparent is evident from the fact that 
many ut tempts at solving the problem 
In America have resulted unsatisfac- 
torily.

bines comfort with umple space and 
geuerul cozluesa. There la usually a 
gulden, a breathing space, the mercy 
of vines and trees to soothe the weari- 
ness from toil-woru senses which too 
often do not sense their own needs. 
The garden is no less Important than 
the sanitation, the ventilation — even 
more important iu many respects ihuu 
the house itself. 

There is no need to point out the 
Obvious fact that the competition for 
labor in the United States is stiffen- 
ing daily. The appeals for conscrip- 
tion of labor, the efforts of manufac- 
turers to prevent competitive bidding 
for labor, the general but usually mis- 
taken complaint of lubor shortage— all 
bear witness to this fact. Fur more 


portant determining factor in the situ- 
ation. 

As tho future of America depend* 
upon such labor, it Is naturally a 
proper object of government encour- 
agement. 

\\> have built our nation by nld to 
homesteading farmers ; one of our chief 
privileges nnd obligations today Is to 
apply ourselves to the problem of ade- 
quately homing, not housing, labor, to 
the future greatness und glory of 
America. 

“Eagles” in Currency. 

American gold coinage, eagles, hnlf- 
engles and quarter-eagles, of the value 
of $10, $5 and !?'_*. 50, respectively, were 
first placed in circulation .125 years ago, 
December 0, 1792. Since that date the 
United States mints have turned out 
in the neighborhood of 150,000,000 dou- 
ble eagles, or $20 gold pieces; over 50,- 
000,000 eagles about 100,000,000 half- 
eagles and some 20.000,000 quarter- 
eagles. One and three-dollnr gold 
pieces were formerly coined, hut they 
were discontinued In 1S90. The first 
coin called an eagle was used In Ire- 
land in tin- thirteenth century, nnd wn9 
so called from the figure of un eagle 
Impressed upon It, hut it was made tho 
base metal. The standard of the eagle 
was Imrne by the ancient Persians, and 
the Romans also coined gold and silver 
eagles as ensigns, and sometimes rep- 
resented them with thunderbolts in 
tlielr talons. Charlemagne ndopted the 
double eagle as the standard of the 
holy Roman empire. Tho eagle was 
the standard of Napoleon I nnd Napo- 
leon III, und Is today the standnrd of 
Austria and Prussia, while, before the 
revolution, Russia also claimed it. 

“Shrew Mole.” 

A common mole often met with In 
tho United States Is called the “shrew 
mole" und U u member of the shrew 
family. Its snout Is slender und 
elongated und the toes of tho hind feet 
are webbed. The true common mole 
belongs to a different genius, and, al- 
though Its muzzle Is long aud pointed 
and Its eyes are Inconspicuous, Its 
hind feet are long und narrow. The 
normal food of the mole is the earth- 
worm, though It will eat any kind of 
tltish thut It comes upon. Contrary to 
popular belief, the mole will not eat 
vegetable matter, such us grass roots, 
or the roots of rose bushes or other 
shrubbery. 

The Bronze Age. 

The bronze age prevailed In many 
parts of the world and among many 
races und nations, hut it was hy no 
means synchronous everywhere. 
Among other places where brouze was 
used before iron were Bolivia and 
Peru, iu the days of the Incus. It has 
long been a disputed question whether 
tiles" pet., tie dwelling along the Andes 
invented bronze or merely obtained 
it by uccldeut from copper ores that 
happened, us occasionally occurs, to 
be mingled with a little tin.

The custom of wearing heavy mourn- 
ing for many months, or even years, 
at a time lias passed away, and there 
are muny good reasons why It should 
pass. The main one is the sense of ob- 
ligation and consideration for other 
people, who are depressed by the 
mourning of their friends. Another 
Is that strength of character Is meas- 
ured by fortitude, among other things, 
and griefs must he home without com- 
plaint. Women put on all-hluek and 
wear it for several months, oi a year, 
but It Is not the deep mourning thut 
used to be worn. Insteud of long veils 
of crape, they wear veils of net, bor- 
i dered with crape, for first mourning, 
und later small net veils without crupe. 

The first mourning hats may be en- 
1 tlrely covered with crape or with the 
weaves in black silk that are used 
for mourning. The shuiies should be 
medium In size and not unusual. In 
the best mourning millinery such dec- 
orations as the hats have are made of 
the material that Is used for covering 
the shape. Exact lines and exquisite 
workmanship must characterise the 
making and the trimming of mourning 
hats above all others. Black or white 
crape Is the iuslguta of mourning, and 
Is worn for as short a period as one 
month or as long as a year. The ten- 
dency is toward shortening the time 
that crape Is worn and using all-black 
In other fabrics Instead. 

The small sailor shape pictured, 
with round crown, covered with dull 
finished, black silk is a dependable and 
excellent mourulug hat. The bund 
about the crown is made of folds of 
silk and small, poiuted tabs of silk are 
turned over It. The veil Is a square 
>f Brussels uel with a border of crape 


all around It. The hut covered with 
crupe Is shown without a veil, hut a 
net veil may be worn with It. It has 
a plain collar of crape about the 
crown and an odd oruuinent made of 
crape and grosgrulu ribbon at the side. 

There Is so much latitude in the mat- 
ter of wearing mourning that it Is dif- 
ficult to be definite about mourning 
styles. They are chosen and modi- 
fied to suit the individual taste. Af 
all events they must be unobtrusive.

Another character was Alkali Ike, nn 
Arizona cowboy, who Just before the 
dose of the play comes into the saloon 
and wrecks It with his revolver. 

We had eleven three-hour rehearsals 
before I thought it advisable to pre- 
sent the sketch to the public. 

The whole brigade was crazy to 
witness the first performance. This 
performance was scheduled for Friday 
night and everyone was full of antici- 
pation; when bang! orders came 
through that the brigade would move at 
two that afternoon. Cursing and 
blinding was the order of things upon 
the receipt of this order, but we 
moved. 

That night we reached the little vil- 
lage of 8 and again went into rest 

billets. We were to be there two 
weeks. Our company immediately got 
busy and scoured the village for a 
suitable place in which to present our 
production. Then we received another 
■hock. 

A rival company was already estab- 
lished In the village. They called 
themselves “The Bow Bells," and 
put on a sketch entitled, "Blighty — 
What Hopes?” They were the divi- 
sional concert party. 

We hoped they all would be soon 
In Blighty to give us a chance. 

This company charged an udmlssion 
of a franc per head, and thut night 
our company went en masse to see 
their performance. It reully was good. 

I hud a sinking sensation when I 
thought of running my sketch in op- 
position to it. 

In one of their scenes they had a 
■oubrette culled Flossie. The soldier 
that took this part was clever and 
made a fine-appearing and chic girl. 
We immediately fell in love with her 
•util two duys after, while we were 
on a march, we passed Flossie with 
“her” sleeves rolled up and the sweut 
pouring from “her” face unloading 
sheds from a motor lorry. 

As our section passed her I yelled 
out: "Hello, Flossie; Blighty— What 
Dopes?” Her reply niude our love die 
out distantly. 

"Ah. go to h— 1 1" 

This brought quite a laugh from the 
starching column directed at me, and 1 
urstuutly niude up my mind thut our 


sketch should Immediately run In op- 
position to “Blighty — What Hopes?" 

When we returned to our billet from 
the march, Curley Wallace, my the- 
atrical partner, came running over to 
me nnd said he had found a swanky 
place In which to produce our show. 

After taking off my equipment, and 
followed by the rest of the section, I 
went over to the building he had plekpd 
out. It was a monstrous barn with n 
platform at one end which would make 
an Idenl stage. The section got right 
on the Job, and before night had that 
place rigged out In apple-pie order. 

The next dHy was Sunday and after 
church parade we put all our time ou 
a dress rehearsal, and It went fine. 

I made four or five large signs an- 
nouncing thnt our company would open 
up thnt evening at the King George the 
Fifth theater, on the corner of Ammo 
street and Snndbng terrace. General 
admission was one-half franc. First 
ten rows In orchestra one franc, nnd 
boxes two francs. By this time our 
printed programs hnd returned from 
London, and I further announced thut 
on the night of the first performance 
a program would be given free of 
charge to men holding tickets costing a 
franc or over. 

We had an orchestra of seven men 
nnd seven different Instruments. This 
orchestra was excellent, while they 
were not playing. 

The performance was scheduled to 
start at 6 p. m. 

At 5 :15 there was a mob In front of 
our one entrance and It looked like ■ 
big night. We had two boxes each ac- 
commodating four pfeople, and these 
we Immediately sold out. Then n 
brilliant Idea came to Ikey Cohensteln. 
Why not use the rafters overhead, call 
them boxes, and charge two francs for 
a seat on them? The only difficulty 
was how were the men to reach these 
boxes, but to Ikey this was a mere de- 
tail. 

He got long ropes and tied one end 
around each rafter aud then tied a lot 
of knots In the ropes. These ropes 
would take the place of stairways. 

We figured out that the rafters 
would seat about forty men and sold 
that number of tickets accordingly. 

When the tlcketholders for the boxes 
got a glimpse of the rafters and were 
informed that they had to use the rope 
stuirway, there was a howl of Indigna- 
tion, but we hnd their money and told 
them that if they did not like It they 
could write to the management later 
und their money would be refunded ;

After a little grousing they accepted 
the situation with the promise that If 
the show wus rotten they certainly 
would let us know about it during the 
performance. 

Everything went lovely and It was a 
howling success, until Alkull Ike ap- 
1 poured on the scene with his revolver 
loaded with blank cartridges. Behind 
1 the bar on a shelf was a long line of 
bottles. Alkali Ike wp.s supposed to 
start on the left of this line and break 
six of the bottles by firing at them with 
his revolver. Behind these bottles a 
piece of puiuted cunvus wus supposed 
to represent the buck of the bur, at 
each shot front Alkali's pistol u man 
behind the scenes would hit one of the 
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Preparing the “Chew." 


bottles with his entrenching tool 
handle and smash It, to give the Im- 
pression that Alkali was a good shot. 

Alkali Ike started In nnd aimed nt 
the right - of the line of bottles Instead 
of the left, and the poor booh behind 
the scenes started breaking the bottles 
on the left, nnd then the boxholdera 
turned loose ; but outside of this little 
fiasco the performance was a huge suc- 
cess, and we decided to run It for a 
week. 

New troops were constantly coming 
through, nnd for six performances we 
hnd the “S. R. O.” sign suspended out- 
side. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

On Hla Own. 

Of course Tommy cannot always he 
producing plnys under fire hut while 
in rest billets he has numerous other 
ways of amusing himself. He Is s 
great gambler, but never plnys for 
large stakes. Generally, In eueh com- 
pany, you will find a regular Canfield. 
This man banks nearly all the games 
of chance nnd Is nn undisputed author- 
ity on the rules of gambling. When- 
ever there Is an argument mnong the 
Tommies nbout some uncertain point 
ns to whether Houghton Is entitled to 
Watkins’ sixpence, the mntter Is taken 
to the recognized authority and his de- 
cision Is final. 

The two most pnpftlur games are 
"Crown nnd Anchor” and "House." 

The paraphernalia used tn “Crown 
and Anchor" consists of a piece of can- 
vas two feet by three feet. This Is 
divided Into six equal squares. In these 
squares are pulnted a club, diamond, 
heurt, spade, crown, nnd nn anchor, 
one device to a square. There are 
three dice used, each dice marked the 
same ns the cnnvns. The banker sets 
up his gambling outfit In the corner ol 
n billet nnd starts bnlly-hoolng until a 
crowd of Tommies guthers around ; 
then the game starts. 

The Tommies place bets on the 
squares, the crown or nnclior being 
played the most. The hanker then 
rolls his three dice nnd collects or pays 
out ns the case may he. If you play 
the crown aud one shows up on the 
dice, you get even money, if two show 
up, you receive two to one, nnd if three, 
three to one. If the crown does not* ap- 
pear nnd you have bet on it. you lose, 
nnd so on. The percentage for the 
banker Is large If every square Is 
played, but if the crowd Is partial to, 
say two squares, he has to trust to 
luck. The banker generally wins. 

The game of "House” is very popular 
( also. It takes two men to run It. This 
| game consists of numerous squares of 
cardboard containing three rows of 
numbers, five numbers to a row. The 
numbers run from one to ninety. Eucb 
card has a different combination. 

The French "estaminets" in the vil- 
lages are open from eleven in the morn- 
ing until one In the afternoon In ac- 
cordance with army orders. 

After dinner the Tommies congre- 
gate at these places to drink French 
beer at a penny a glass und play 
“House." 

As 60 on as the estamlnet Is suffi- 
ciently crowded the proprietors of the 
"House” game get busy and, as they 
term It, “form a school.” This consists 
of going around and selling cards at 
a franc each. If they have ten in the 
school, the backers of the game de- 
duct two francs for their trouble and 
the winner gets eight fraucs. 

Then the game starts. Euch buyer 
pluces his card before him on the ta- 
ble, first breaking up matches into fif- 
teen pieces. 

One of the backers of the game has 
a small cloth bug in which ure ninety 
cardboard squares, each with a num- 
ber printed thereon, from one to nine- 
ty. He raps on the tuble and cries 
out: "Eyes down, my lucky luds.” 

All uolse ceases and every one Is at- 
tention. 

The croupier places his hand In the 
bag and druws forth a numbered 
squure und immediately culls out the 
number. The man who owns the card 
with that particular number on It, 
covers the squure with a mutch. The 
one who covers the fifteen uumhers oo 
his card first shouts "House." The 
other backer immediately comes over 
to hlin aud verifies the curd by calling 
out the numbers thereon to the muu 
with the hug. As each number Is 
called he picks it out of the ones 
picked from the bag and suys, "Right." 
If the count is right he shouts, “House 
correct, pay the lucky gentleman, aud 
sell him a card for the next school." 
The "lucky gentleman” geuerully buys 
one unless he bus u miser truce in 
his veins. 

Then another collection Is made, u 
school formed, aud they carry on with 
the game. 

The culler-out has many nic knames 
for the numbers such as "Kelly’s Eye" 
for one, "Leg’s Eleven" for eleven, 
"t ’ticket) -click" for sixty-six, or "Top 
of the house" uieuuing ninety.

During the past yonr (lion' litis boon 
• groater ilomntnl for fnrm lands In 
Western Camilla thnn for n number of 
years past. The demand Is for good 
farm lands Improved or unimproved. 
And at nn Increase of from ten to fif- 
teen dollars an acre more tlmn tlie 
aame lands could be had for n couple 
of years ago. 

The rise In the price of every kind 
of produce grown on these Western 
lands, In some cases to double and In 
others to treble the price prevailing be- 
fore TOM, have attracted and nre at- 
tracting In ever-increasing proportions 
the men who are anxious to Invest 
their money, and apply tltelr energies 
In the production of wheat for which 
the allied tuitions nre calling with 
voices wlilrh grow louder nud more 
anxious as the months roll on, and the 
end of the war still seems distant. 
Beef, and more especially bacon, nre 
required In ever greater quantities, 
and the price of all these things has 
aonrd, until It Is not a question of 
what shnll we produce, but bow much 
can we produce. Even should thin 
world calamity he brought to n close 
In si* months from now, It will be 
years before normal pre-war prices 
prevail, and meantime self-interest If 
not patriotism Is turning tbe minds of 
thousands hock to the land. Tbe In- 
evitable consequence has been the rise 
In values of land, especially wheat 
■land. 

The Calgary Herald, commenting on 
these conditions says: 

“From Inquiries made from lending 
dealers In farming nud ranching prop- 
erties, and from the Information gath- 
ered In oilier ways, it Is known that 
the value of all land — wheat land, 
mixed farming properties, and even 
good grazing land — Inis risen In tbe 
lust two years 40 per cent. Wheat 
lands In some districts have practical- 
ly doubled In price, fine dealer In 
farm lands recently sold three sections 
for $70 nil acre, one extra good quar- 
ter went as high ns $00, and another 
brought $100. These nre, of course, 
large prices, but t lint they will be 
equaled or even surpassed in tbe nenr 
future Is beyond question. There Is a 
feature about Ibis rush to the land 
"from which # tho most solid .hope can 
'■be drawn for the success of the move- 
ment. The proper Ullage of land, to 
produce lurge crops In a climate like 
ours Is now understood and practiced 
as It never was in the early days of 
the province. It would seem too that 
with the Increase of land under culti- 
vation, the seasons nre changing 
and the rainfall becoming greater nnd 
more regular. 

“Crops are being harvested, especial- 
ly in Southern Alberta, which would 
have seemed Impossible to the old-time 
fanner, with his old-fashioned Ideas 
of breaking and seeding. And at the 
price now set by the government for 
wheat nnd which possibly may be In- 
creased during tbe coming season, the 
return to the practical skilled agricul- 
turist must necessarily be very lurge. 

“What mntters $10 or even $20 nn 
acre extra on wheat land when a re- 
turn *as high ns .Ml bushels and even 
more may be taken from every acre 
sown? With lings bringing $20 a hun- 
dred pounds; beef on Hie hoof at $12, 
and mutton $10, while wool under the 
new government arranged system of 
handling and stile brings 0.'i cents n 
pound (nnd these values cannot fall 
to any great extent for some years) 
the demand for land will eontinue nnd 
values Increase In a corresponding de- 
gree. 

“There has never been In the history 
of Canada a time so favorable for the 
farmer as the present; self-interest, 
the Inspiration of patriotic feeling, the 
aid freely extended by the govern- 
ment, who are permitting the Import 
of certain agricultural Implements 
free, all these lend to still further 
raise the price of Albertu land." — Ad 
vertlsement.
